WANT NO DISCUSSIONS. 



Government Talking Machines Re- 
markably Silent— Mistakes of 
Mr. Mclnnes— A Little Fresh. 



Tho Liberals Made the Governor' 
General's Warrants Necessary— 
Facing; Both Ways. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug. 29. — The debute on the 
address, which haB lasted four days this 
week, was somewhat limited in its scope 
owing to the paucity of tho topics men- 
tioned in the Speech from tho Throne. 
The government frankly admit that 
this is to be a session merely for supply, 
and they have shown a desire to avoid 
ooutroversionul subjects by the manner 
in which tho speech is drafted as well as 
in the estimates which were submitted 
to parliament on Thursday evening. The 
opposition did inostot tho talking, and it 
was nota little strange to one accustomed 
to hear the tirades poured forth by Sir 
Richard Oartwright" Messrs. McMullen, 
Lister and others, in opposition, to tind 
these gentlemen either strictly on tin? 
defensive or else entirely silent. Indeed, 
Sir 0. H. Tapper, amid the laughter of 
the opposition, drew a word pieturo of 
the changed condition ofaffairsas regards 
Mr. Me Mullen, and chaffed that gen- 
tleman in a most unmerciful manner. In 
the past it has been the habit of Con- 
servative newspapers to apprise the 
rending public of the fact that Air. Mc- 
Mullen has Elept with the auditor- 
general's report ns a pillow and 
the public accounts clasped to his 
bosom. Now, all this is gone. 
Mr. McMullen has to keep within the 
traces and his silvery tones will be heard 
no more in attack. Occasionally he may 
be privileged to say a work in defence ot 
his masters, hut this will only take 
place when ho gets the nod from his 
leader. 

Tho honor of moving the address as 
your readers tire well aware was be- 
stowed upon young Mr. Mclnnes, who 
discharged the duty in a 

FAIRLY CREDITABLE MANNER, 

albeit it was marred by aome blots which 
added years and a more varied ex- 
perience will remove. The Eastern 
press, while making due allowances for 
Mr. Mclnnes' peculiar position, has not 
hesitated to criticize hiB performance. 
For instance, the Montreal Witness, a 
stalwart Liberal organ, says of Mr. Mc- 
lnnes : 

" His speech did not meet with uni- 
versal approval, even from his own side. 
He made the mistake oi confining his 
remarks to the province from which lie 
hailed. Nevertheless he made a vigor- 
ous Bpeech, fajrly well delivered, with 
some rather good points, and aside from 
one rather unfortunate expression might 
claim to have fairly well discharged his 
duty. 

''The "unfortunate expression" al- 
ludcdto was to the following effect: 
" While we on this side of the house are 
not Socialists, while we do not 
wear red shirts nor carry dag- 
gers, yet we do see that the 
conditions of society at the present day 
are becoming strained, and relief must 
lie given to those who are Buffering from 
nn enforced condition of poverty in our 
country, and if this relief is not forth- 
coming from these legislative halls it 
will be enacted in the streets." This 
revolutionary sentiment — a reminder of 
the barricades of Paris of the days of the 
French revolution — provoked many pro- 
tests in the house, Mr. Mclnnes also, 
for a young man, made the mistake of 
treating too flippantly the leaders in the 
parliamentary forum since Confedera- 
tion, For him, a young member not 
yet out of his parliamentary swaddling 
clothes, to attack one of the Fathers of 
Confederation and designate him " the 
great stretcher," was hardly in good 
form, hided, Mr, Laurier 

WINCED UNDEB THE REMARK, 
and some other members of the govern- 
ment were evidently a little aghast. The 
Ottawa Citizen speaking of Mr. Mclnnes' 
effort, and; apropos ot the remark that 
the government should establish a mint 
in British Columbia, said that it was 
usual for mint sauce to go with lamb. 
In this case it wua apparent that the two 
had been separated. Personally I have 
a great deal of sympathy with a young 
man entering parliament for the first 
time and having to take up a somewhat 
trying role. Mr. Mclnnes has now learn- 
ed that that which might pass muster 
on a platform in the remote districts of 
some constituencies is not quite adapted 
for the House of Commons, and when 
next he addresses the house it will be in 
a somewhat more moderate manner. 

In the course of the debate the oppo- 
sition had the government undoubtedly 
on the hip. No gre.iter instance of Lib- 
eral inconsistency can be found in the 
parliamentary annals of Canada than 
their action respecting the issue of Gov- 
ernor-General's warrants. Time and 
time again Sir Richard Oartwright has 
fulminated against the Conservatives for 
utilizing this method for raising money 
in an emergency. While in one sense 
the Liberals may be commended for their 
action, inasmuch as it enabled a deserv- 
ing body of men to secure their salaries, 
yet there does riot appear to have been 
the 

SLIGHTEST LEGAL AUTHORITY 

for their action, and it is undoubtedly a 
great strain of the audit act of which 
they have been guilty. All this might 
have been avoided had tho Liberal 
opposition last session done as tho gov- 
ernment urged them and allowed an in- 
terim appropriation equal to two months' 
salary of the service to pass tho House. 
But no, the Liberals had started on their 
obstructive policy and they were bound 
to see it through. For this reason, 
therefore, any pretence of justification 
which tho Liberals otherwise might 
have had was entirely lost. This further 
fact must also bo borne in mind, that, 
had all tho estimates for this year gone 



through, this extra session on which we 
are now engaged would not have been 
necessary and the country would 
have been saved an expenditure 
of $650,000. The government made a 
poor show of defence. Indeed, they had 
not a leg to stand on and, although Sir 
Richard Cart wrigbt tried hie best, there 
was an under current running through 
his observations which seemed to admit 
that the government were not entirely 
blameless. On the Manitoba school 
question the opposition clearly placed on 
which the dual position assumed by the 
present ministry in the different parts of 
the country. In Ontario the cry had 
been 

"hands off manitoaI"! 
in Quebec it had been " Justice for the 
Manitoba Catholics ! " Every effort was 
made to elicit from the government an 
expression of opinion as to how far ne- 
gotiations hud proceeded for a settle- 
ment of the school question. Although 
the Liberal newspapers have announced 
that a settlement has been reached, yet 
Sir Oliver Mowat, in a moment of can- 
dor, was fr^e to confess lhac Uio matter 
had not yet been settled. 

The now famous interview which Mr. 
Laurier gave to the Montreal correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Record, which inter- 
view, by tho way, one report says was 
written by Mr. Tarte, antl another by 
Mr. Edward Farrer, called forth the 
strongest condemnation from the opposi- 
tion. Your readers by this time have 
doubtless had an opportunity of perus- 
ing that interview. It is almost incred- 
ible that any man holding the posi- 
tion of First Minister in this country 
could have penned such a production ; 
but the admission has been made by the 
Prime Minister of its authenticity, and 
he will have to assume the responsibil- 
ity for it. I am told that at an early 
date, on motion to go into committee of 
supply, an amendment will be moved 
strongly condemning Mr. Laurier. 



CAPT. DREYFUS' ESCAPE 



How the French Military Traitor 
Escaped From His Island 
Prison. 



His Faithful Wife Made All Ar 
rangements and Foiled the 
Authorities. 



London, Sept. 3. — in an interview, 
Captain Hunter, of the British steamer 
Nonpareil, from Cayenne, French Gui- 
ana, is quoted as saying that Dreyfus, 
captain of the French military convicts, 
escaped on board an American schooner^ 
and with the help of his wdfe, formerly 
Mdlle. Hadmard, and the daughter of 
wealthy parents. Madame Dreyfus, at 
the urgent request of the prisoner, re- 
ceived permission from the French gov- 
ernment to join her husband in his 
place of imprisonmentand indue course 
of time arrived at Cayenne well supplied 
with funds. 

Captain Dreyfus was arrested in Octo- 
ber, 1S94, was "tried by court-martial and 
was sentenced to he publicly degraded 
and confined in a fortress for life. His 
formal degradation took place January 
5, 1895, on the parade grounds of the 
military school and in the presence of 
5,000 troops. His sword was broken, his 
buttoiiB and insignia of rank were cut off 
and he was compelled to go through 
what is known as the " execution pa- 
rade," being marched, with drums beat- 
ing, along the four sides of the square 
comprised of the soldiers detailed to 
witness his punishment. 

He was cursed as a traitor but always 
maintained his innocence and claimed 
that it would eventually he proven, a 
belief which was shared by a number of 
people at the time, it being claimed that 
he had been made the victim of a foul 
conspiracy. Madame Dreyfus was also 
a firm believer in the innocence of her 
husband, and when she reached Cayenne 
the French authorities offered her the 
use of a steam launch to take her to the 
Grand Salut islands where her husband's 
prison was situated, but she declined, 
saying that she wished to become ac- 
customed to the climate before going to 
the island. Thereupon the steam launch 
left Cayenne. 

According to Capt. Hunter Madame 
Dreyfus lost no time in perfecting plans 
for her husband's escape, or else she 
must have had assistance from persons 
who had reached Cayenne some time be- 
fore her, for the same night, lie says, an 
American schooner with Madame Drey- 
fus on board, appeared off Grand Salut 
island, sent a boat ashore and brought off 
not only the prisoner, but several of the 
men who had been detailed to guard 
him, apparently proving conclusively 
that everything was arranged for the 
escape of Capt. Dreyfus before his wife 
reaciied Cayenne.

Rival War Veterans Nominated on 
the Presidential Ticket— Palmer 
and Buckner. 



The Chicago Meethiir Repudiated— 
Planks in the Platform ot 
the Party. 



Indianapolis, Ltd., Sept. 3.— John M. 
Palmer, of Illinois, and Simon Bolivar 
Buckner, of Kentucky, two white-haired 
veterans of the war, rival commanders 
of the blue and grey, were nominated 
to-day by the National Democratic Con- 
vention for president and vice-president 
on a brief but emphatic platform which 
repudiates the doctrines enunciated by 
the Chicago convention, endorses Presi- 
dent Cleveland and his administration 
in glowing terms, declares for the gold 
standard, tariff for revenue only, liberal 
shipping laws, currency reform and 
economy in public expenditures. 

The work of the convention was soon, 
transacted when it was reached, but the 
delay in reporting the platform gave op- 
portunity for a series of eloquent and 
stirring speeches. Col. W. C. P. Breck- 
en ridge, the famous " Blue Grass " ora- 
tor; DeWitt C. .Warner, of New York; 
H. A. Hammond, of Georgia; F. W. 
Lehman, of Missouri ; W. D. Bynum, of 
Indiana ; and Controller of the Currency 
Eckels, of Illinois, were in turn called to 
the stage, and stirred the enthusiasm to 
a high pitch, when the platform was at 
last brought in shortly before 2 o'clock, 
after the convention had been in session 
three hours. It was read amid an almost 
continuous storm of applause and was 
adopted unanimously Without a word of 
debate. 

London, Sept. 3. — In an editorial the 
Times, discussing the political situation 
in the United States, in connection with 
the Indianapolis convention, says that 
for President Cleveland to present him- 
self as a stalking horse to secure Mr. 
McKinley's return is rather more than 
could be expected from a politician in 
the American sense of the word. 

"The American electors," says the 
Times, " with the instinct for taking a 
side, will probably ignore the Palmer 
ticket as something too refined and sub- 
limated for every day life. The outcome 
of the contest is therefore as doubtful as 
ever. Without underestimating the 
evils of the protection regime, we are 
compelled to confess that they would 
be insignificant compared with a 
free Bilver regime. Looking to the 
indecisive attitude of the Republi- 
can leaders on the question, we 
shall be agreeably surprised if Mr. Mc- 
Kinley obtain such a majority as will 
give a permanent check to the free sil- 
ver movement. It is more likely that 
Mr. Bryan will receive so large a share 
of the popular vote as to encourage the 
silverites and Populists to pursue the 
propaganda with such increasing energy 
that it would be rash to predict the fu- 
ture. It is evident that political parties 
and principles in the United States are 
in a condition detrimental both to the 
material interests of the United States 
and their commercial relations with 
Great Britain." 

The Daily News, in an editorial on the 
Indianapolis convention, expresses the 
belief that there is not the slightest 
chance for Gen. Palmer to be elected. 
" But if lie keeps Mr. Bryan out of the 
White," the Daily News adds, " he will 
have fulfilled the purpose of the Deino-- 
cratic mugwumps," 

John Macaulay Palmer, the candidate 
for tho presidency, was born at Eagle 
Creek, Scott County, Kentucky, on 
September loth, 1817. In he re- 

moved to Illinois. He was admitted to 
the bar in 18-10 and was a member of 
the State senate from 1852 to 1854. In 
April, 1861, he was elected Colonel ot 
the 14th Illinois volunteers and was 
commissioned Brigadier- General of vol- 
unteers in December, 18G1. In Novem- 
ber, 1802, General Palmer was in tem- 

Eorary command of a division at the 
attle of Stone River. For his gal- 
lantry upon that occasion he was pro- 
moted to the rank of major-general of 
volunteers on November 29, 1802. The 
General was governor of Illinois from 
1809 until 1873, was nominated as a 
candidate for United States senator by 
the members of the Illinois legislature 
in 1877, and was afterwards twice 
nominated by the Democratic conven- 
tion as a candidate for governor. He 
was nominated a candidate for senator 
in 1890 and carried his state by 30,000 
plurality. His term will expire on March 
3, 1S97. 

FROSTS IN MANITOBA. 

Damage to Wheat Not Likely to Be serious 
—Yield Above tlie Average 
Per Acre. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 3.— (Special)— Rather 
heavy frosts were reported from portions 
of the province last night. The dam- 
age, however, will not be much as moBt 
of the grain is harvested and the greater 
part of what is standing is too ripe to be 
seriously injured. Throughout the 
southwestern portion of the province, 
from Brandon to Souris and Napinka, 
the frost was most severe, fortunately 
tho wheat in this section is practically 
all cut. Frost is reported all over the 
Dakotas and there are indications of 
frost temperature again to-night. A 
Portage la Prairie dispatch 
says: "Wheat cutting in this 
neighborhood will he finished this week. 
A large portion has been on the green 
side, farmers fearing to delay cutting on 
account of the danger of frosts. In some 
places also the wheat has ripened un- 
evenly, owing to the very wet summer. 
For these reasons the standard of the 
grain may be somewhat affected. The 
yield will be above the average for the 
acreage sown, but will not be nearly as • 
heavy as last year."

Early 
this morning a house on Hornby street 
was entered and a room entered where 
a young mini named James Mc Alpine 
slept. McAlpine heard stealthy foot- 
steps approaching his bed and at once 
sprang up and bravely lushed at the in- 
distinct form in the darkness. The bur- 
glar nulled away and lired at short 
range, the hall entering McAlpine'a 
back. McAlpine dropped to the floor 
senseless, while the would-be murderer 
and two companions quietly went 
through the room, securing $05 in money. 
In spite of the report of the pistol there 
Beems to have been no one to come to 
McAlpine'a assistance. The wounded 
man was taken to the hospital. The 
wound is a very serious one, and in case 
it should prove fatal McAlpine will 
make a. statement of the affair to the 
authorities to-day. 

The Grand hotel at Lytton was com 
pletelv destroyed by lire yesterday.

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Sept. 4.— Six carloads 
of lumber were shipped from Westmin- 
ster to Manitoba, via the C. P. R., yes 
terdav. 

Pheasants and willow grouse are being 
slaughtered in large numbers in defiance 
of the law. 

John Peterson, who has just been dis- 
charged aiter a four year's sentence for 
horse stealing, stole and sold another 
horse this week at Port Hammond, and 
is now awaiting a fresh sentence. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Sept. 4.— Mr. Halfpenny, of 
Alberni, was in town yesterday. His 
saw mill was burned down in the recent 
bush fires, and he has not vet decided 
whether to rebuild at the same location 
or remove to some other section of the 
raining district. 

The "fire boys" yesterday hoisted 
their flag at half 'mast from No. 2 engine 
house, in sympathy with the death of 
Captain Jack Crawford, the poet scout, 
who was the first contributor to the de- 
partment. 

VERNON. 
(From the News.l 

Several flocks of wild geese have 
already put in an appearance, which is 
somewhat earlier than usual. Ducks 
are anything but plentiful this fall. 

Travel over the southern route to the 
mines at Boundary creek, and Kettle 
river is rapidly increasing. 

The Chance mineral claim on Trout 
creek is showing up remarkably well, 
quartz having been tnken at a depth of 
twenty feet which assayed $107 in gold 
and 32 ounces silver. 

Hop picking on the Coldstream ranch 
will commence in the course of a fen- 
days. 

J. A. Mohr, who has spent the sum- 
mer in the Similkameen district, is very 
much pleased with the mining prospects 
of that section, and thinks that with 
railway connection it will be one of the 
richest districts of the province. 

The Okanagan Flour Mills Co. have in 
store over 500 tons of this year's wheat 
crop, and it keeps coming in lit the rate 
of from 25 to .'10 tons per day. The com- 
pany intend erecting another warehouse, 
30x100 feet, the present warehouses 
being inadequate to hold all their grain, 
etc. 

The first attempt at robbery ever per- 
petrated in Armstrong was attempted at 
the residence of Mr. O. McPherson last 
Wednesday night. The would-be rob- 
bers crawled in through one of the win- 
dows and proceeded to cross the floor, 
hut on hearing a slight noise upstairs 
decided to decamp. 

Work on the Morning Glory mine is 
being steadily pushed forward. On the 
discovery ledge they have sunk a shall 
about thirty feet deep, which shows the 
ledge to be in place and of an average 
width of eight feet. The rock seems to 
be steadily increasing in value, and car- 
ries a large percentage of gold and cop- 
per, with some silver. Assays have been 
obtained showing it to go over $85, and 
there is no doubt in the minds of several 
experienced mining men who have vis- 
ited the claim that it is a good mine. 
A second ledge has been discovered on 
the claim and laid bare for some dis- 
tance, which in appearance and extent 
looks fully equal to the ledge now being 
worketl. 

ROSS LAND. 

[From the Rosslander.] 
A party of men have gone to work on 
Rover creek claims. 

The shaft on the Commander is down 
120 feet, but the owners will sink still 
further before drifting. A contract has 
boon let to sink 80 feet to the 200-foot 
level. 

Anothor fraction has been found by .1. 
J. Hand, who has located two within 
two miles of town within the past three 
weeks. The last is as large as a full- 
sized claim under the old act, being 
1,500 feet by 000 feet. It is in the 
vicinity of the Commander, and the 
ledge is believed to he the same as on 
the Commander. The Hand fraction 
will be equal to any claim to the east of 
the town, samples from the outcrop 
assaying $23.30 in gold. 

Work on a still larger scale will be 
carried on on the Crown Point, of which 
Volney Williamson continues as super- 
tendent. A shaft will be started further 
up and sunk in the vein to meet the 
tunnel, and the tunnel which is now in 
200 feet on the Tiger will also he con- 
tinued. A seven-drill compressor has 
been ordered to bo delivered within -ix 
weeks, but that will only be the begin- 
ning, as a 20-drill macbino will be in- 
stalled later. Ore has been shipped at 
the rate of one car a day, but that has. 



been discontinued pending the arrival of 
machinery. 

S. C. DaviB and J. C. Cox, of St. 
Helens, Ore., came down on Saturday 
from Waterloo Camp, where thoy have 
been doing development work on the 
Lode Star and Tecumseh mineral claims. 
The work consists of open cuts, tracing 
the vein 200 feet on the Lodo Star, 
which shows about 15 feet in width. 

On the Gold King, adjoining the 
Apache on the north, Gerhold and 
Wolfe are commencing development 
work. 

As work advances the Evening Star 
continues to show up better than ever. 
The claim, which is situated on Monte 
Cristo mountain, is developed by a tun- 
nel of 100 feet, driven to crosscut the 
vein at a depth of about 150 feet. This 
tunnel has struck the ledge and from it 
ore is got which runs from $35 to $40. 
Though no great depth iB yet attained 
this ore can be shipped with profit. A 
chamber has been opened the roof of 
which sparkles with ore. Heroaverage as- 
says of $40 and $45 have been ob- 
tained, while someot the pieces in which 
the free gold occurs run up in the 
hundreds. W. F. Blackmer, of Trail, a 
member of the company, has interviewed 
.Superintendent Gutelius of the C. & W. 
railway, with a view to getting a Bpur 
built to the mine. This would be about 
a mile in length, and would serve the 
Monte Cristo, C. A 0., Georgia, Enter- 
prise, iron Horse, City of .Spokane and 
the Evening Star, all of which will be 
shipping shortly. The ore bins at the 
Evening Star are full, and if the switch 
is not built ore will he teamed to Trail. 

Dr. Beaupre and P. J. Shields have 
returned from a prospecting trip, which 
lasted from June, into the Salmon River 
country. They located the Copper King, 
Louis B. ami United Verdi near Salmon 
siding, on the Salmon river. The Rarus, 
Comstock, Mountain View, Copper 
Belle. W. Laurier, Mountain Maid and 
Free Gold are to the Westward of these 
and on the north fork of the river. 
Some work was done on the Mountain 
View, where gold-copper ore was got al 
most from the surface. On the Arnold, 
which adjoins the Mountain View on the 
west, assays of $22 were obtained at a few 
feet in depth. The Maud 8., Topsy and 
Robert J., adjoining the Copper Bell and 
Mountain View, all have shipping ore at 
an insignificant depth. The Victoria, 
above the Rarus, shows $100 in gold and 
silver, and the Ben Hassan, on the east 
side, shows up equally as well. Free 
gold is found on the W. Laurier and 
Mountain Maid and Free Cold, which 
are in what is there called the free gold 
district. The Copper King, Louis B 
and United Verdi will bo incorporated 
and worked. 

On the Red Point, on Lookout 
mountain, a diamond drill was started 
to work below the previous working 
The drill will be operated in a horizontal 
direction, in the expectation of cross- 
cutting the vein at a depth of about GOO 
feet. The vein has a very wide cropping 
and if proven good with depth will 
prove the Red Point to be a valuable 
property. 

MIDWAY. 

iFrom the Midway Advance.] 
Messrs. Kelly and Eraser Broa. are 
sinking a shaft on the Sinbad, Welling- 
ton damp. The shaft is now down ten 
feet, with two feet of solid, rich-looking 
ore at the bottom. The indications are 
that the ore body will widen with depth, 
and this the owners intend to prove. 

After a season of inactivity men are to 
be put to work on the Last Chance min- 
ing claim in Skylark camp. 

Arrangements are being perfected for 
the stocking of the Volcanic chum upon 
the North fork of Kettle river with a 
capital of $20,000,000. 

For the fourth time recently the dia- 
mond drill being operated upon the Gold 
Drop claim, in Greenwood camp, under 
Mr. Turner's direction, who is the rep- 
resentative here of the company holding 
the bond on the property, the Mon- 
treal and British Columbia Promoting 
and Prospecting Company, has broken 
into ore at different angles and depths. 
Up to the present it has been extremely 
difficult to determine the trend of the 
vein, owing to the formation and other 
features, but now it may safely be said 
ttie drill, as it were, has caught on, and 
the result in the future will he much 
more intelligent prospecting. 

Mr. Burns, the contractor having in 
hand the job of sinking the shaft on the 
Old Ironsides claim in Greenwood camp, 
is pushing the work along with his usual 
characteristic enertry, and it is now down 
a depth of about 40 teet.

The Political Situation— A Grave 
Crisis in Prospect— Systems 
Contrasted. 



( Written for the Colonist ) 
Agreeably to your request, I am giv- 
ing you a few notes concerning a brief 
trip south of the lino. Regarding Seat- 
tle Tacoma and Portland there ia little 
to du saitl that is not familiar to Pacific 
Coast dwellers, and it is not my purpose 
to burden your columns with observa- 
tions oi the tourist character, except to 
Btate that these cities are struggling 
back, or forward, if you please, to a le- 
gitimate business basis, after having 
realized to the full the experience of an 
inflation, which in them seems to have 
" capped the climax " of the great real 
estate wave which had for years flowed 
steadily westward. These are three cities 
that are destined to be of importance, 
though they are too big for their size, 
having discounted their future by at 
least one decade and having heavy 
liabilities to carry, the result of exces- 
sive and too rapid improvements under 
the stimulus of speculation, Seattle, 
for instance, is spread over as much 
ground as London, England, and hence 
its requirements are quite dispropor- 
tionate to its population. But this is a 
common experience of most Western 
and some Eastern cities, and will remedy 
itself in time. Like an overgrown boy 
it will fill out. The significant features 
of Seattle are the beauty of its situation, 
its wonderfully extensive and efficient 
tramways and its fine buildings. Many 
of the latter are monuments to the 
financial folly of those who erected them. 

Tllli PRESIDENTIAL CONTEST. 

At this particular time, however, the 
thing that strikes a stranger on the other 
side, and the most interesting study, is 
the political situation. The population 
is thoroughly leavened with politics. 
Everywhere you go the one, pervading, 
all absorbing, never ceasing topic is the 
presidential contest, modified by and 
mixed up with the many local issues of 
the innummerable minor offices to be 
filled. All are dominated by the main 
contest, but the local wire-pullers and 
"ward-heelers" make the result. To 
one used to the short, sharp and decisive 
elections on the Canadian side, the long- 
drawn out and deeply engrossing fights 
over there is a puzzle. The multiplicity 
of elections and the opportunity it affords 
for office-seekers Beem to have developed 
among the Americans a peculiar genius 
for politics and made it an occupation 
for a large number of people. The Am- 
erican politician is a distinct type, who 
can be recognized anywhere. I was sit- 
ting in a restaurant in Seattle at break- 
fast and among those .present there were 
curiously enough lour men whose like- 
ness, if replaced in prnts lor those dis- 
played in almost every window, would 
have pa-sed without challenge for Bry- 
an, Cleveland, llobart and Sewall. I 
thought it remarkable, but you run .up 
against dozens of men on the streets who 
would ans wer almost as well for these 
rather prominent politicians of the Uni- 
ted States, whose faces have become fa- 
miliar to us in the illustrated press. 
These are the men you see most promin- 
ent in poll ical discussions, for which 
purpose no place, spot or corner is too 
sacred. Kvery street has several possi- 
ble presidents. 

A SOUItCE OF 6 BEAT DANGER. 

I was conversing with a prominent 
railway man from the South, who was 
making a brief detour northward, and 
he, though a native-born Ohio man, a 
fertile state for politicians, deplored the 
instinct of bis country for politics as a 
source of the greatest possible danger to 
the republic. It unsettled men, other- 
wise well qualified, for business and 
reared an army of office seekers who 
made politics a business for what w'nS in 
it. So many unprincipled men and 
others who possessed assurance and a 
ready " gift of the gab" as prime re- 
quisites found opportunities to come to 
the front that the best class of citizens 
were not inclined to take part and kept 
aloof. It was only, he said, under such 
conditions] as we have at present, when 
a grave danger confronts the whole re- 
public, [that the better element is aroused 
to interest. 

Just now they fear that the free silver 
propaganda of the Bryan Democrats and 
the Populists will result, ii they are suc- 
cessful, in the gravest crisis since the 
Civil War, if it does not end in revolu- 
tion. The natural effect on the public 
mind, it was remarked , of this continual 
engrossment in politics and the estrange- 
ment of those best adapted to govern 
was that of immature and ill-digested 
theories anil policies being adopted, anil 
when times became bad the people were 
educated to swallow any sort of stuff. 
With a good deal of warmth, he added, 
by way of drawing his homily to a close, 
"1 would hang one half of the politicians 
and banish the rest." " But," f had 
the assurance to affirm, "your political 
system would breed them all over again 
in four years," and he looked away over 
the bow' of t he City of Kingston at Se- 
attle aa it hove in sight, ami the expres- 
sion on his face did not encourage 
further conversation along those lines. 

TUll MONEY QUESTION. 

I was prepared to find in Washington 
and Oregon a good deal of silver senti- 
ment, but as far as my observations 
went most of the people seemed io bo 
Republican, and it struck me that per- 
haps the Eastern people had overrated 
the importance of the movement in the 
west. All 1 can say is the sound money 
men were very much more in evidence. 
There were ten MeKinley buttons wont 
to one of " lti to 1 " (and everybody 
wemru a button.) The political souvenir 
craze is carried to a ridiculous extent. 
In addition to the buttons in question 
and the ever-present prints of candid- 
ates, pen knives, pocket handkerchiefs, 
stationery, and nearly every handy 
article of use or ornament are converted 
into political weapons. Even viewed 
from this point of view MeKinley seemed 
to have the best of it, or at least the 
most of it. When Bryan comes West 
he may arouse enthusiasm by his 
magical voice ami presence, but certain- 
ly the cities anil towiiB of the Coast, 
whutevor the fanning districts maybe,

are opposed to free Bilver — particularly 

the business element. 

Notwithstanding, however, what 
appears — 1 say "appears" deliberately 
— to be in favor of sound money as largely 
in the majority, there is a general feel- 
ing of apprehension and an uneasiness 
as to the outcome, and a little quiet con- 
versation reveals the fact that the situa- 
tion is regarded by very many as ser- 
ious, that the time has about arrived in 
the history of the United States to make 
some change whereby the safe principles 
of the constitution may be conserved 
and the demagogic element kept in 
check. Especially among Canadians 
who have become Americanized you find 
a longing for not so much British rule 
again as British institutions, British 
principles of government. The great 
fault, the vulnerable spot of United 
States government is the elective judi- 
ciary, complaints concerning which 
i found everywhere. Canadians speak 
very strongly about it and denounce 
it unsparingly. Notable instances of 
MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE, 

both criminal and sivil, were quoted, 
directly traceable to political environ- 
ments and conditions. A doctor in Port- 
land, who has some wealth and who is a 
native-born American, told me that if 
Bryan were elected he intended placing 
every dollar he could realize in the banks 
of Victoria; hut more pronounced than 
that, bearing on the judicial system, was 
the experience oi a Seattle firm, who 
having secured a large sum of British 
capital for investment in Seattle, as the 
result of injustice suffered on account of 
property rights, advised its withdrawal, 
as, notwithstanding that it meant sev- 
eral thousands of dollars a year to them, 
they could not recommend the safety of 
the investment; and they are now look- 
ing to British Columbia as a field for 
their clients. 

I am simply stating what 1 heard 
from reputable citizens of my acquaint- 
ance, and do not desire to set down in 
malice a single black mark against the 
Americans, who are personally a most 
worthy people as a rule— courteous, gen- 
ial anil clever. One can thorough- 
ly enjoy their society and ' feel 
at home. This cannot always 
be said of Canadians or Englishmen; 
but I heard more of the shortcomings of 
the American constitution and the dan- 
gers ahead at the present time, in one 
week from Americans on the American 
side than I have heard altogether in 
British Columbia. There is a bit of a 
scare on among the American people 
about themselves \nd their future. They 
have come to have a genuine admiration 
for Canadian institutions, which is re- 
freshing to me, who a few years ago 
would almost subject himself to 
ridicule by declaring his nationality. 
The glamor of American enterprise has 
faded away; "God's own country" is 
not what it used to be. The eagle does'nt 
scream now, except in pain. 1 never 
felt prouder of being a Canadian borh — 
of good British ancestry — than when I 
came back, realizing that the race is not 
always to the swift and that a progress 
which is slow and sure is, after all, the 
kind of progress by which to build up a 
nation. G. 



" CONTEMPTIBLE TACTICS." 

To Tin-: Editor : — I have been a reader 
of the Victoria Times for a number of 
years and know what to expect in the 
line of " threadbare, flimsy ami anti- 
quated scurrilous productions " (I quote 
the Times) intended to injure those 
against whom that paper has a grudge, 
but must say that the editor of the Times 
" fairly out-Herods Herod" when he 
makes room in the paper for which he 
is resp >n u ible for letters of "such low 
and degraded type " as he has recently 
published. "The evil effects of such 
vulgar inuendoes must eventually recoil 
upon the conductors of the paper who 
allow their columns to be prostituted to 
such vile purposes." (I still quote from 
the Times, as the refinement of my 
style indicates. ) 

A case in point is now before me, in 
which I find you are blackguarded in the 
language given above because you re- 
published from the Toronto Telegram a 
clever skit describing how Mr. Mclnnes 
alternately shocked and amused the 
House of Commons in the course of de- 
livery of his maiden effort there. A 
pertinent question is, who is the pub- 
lisher oX this Toronto sheet from which 
one may not read aloud without 
offending the delicate sensibilities 
of the immaculate publisher of the 
Times? He is no less a person than Mr. 
John lloss Robertson, M. P. for the 
Centre riding of Toronto; and no news- 
paper is likely to sink in the estimation 
of anyone who has ever been a resident 
of Toronto because of reim 1 dishing 
criticisms from the columns of the Tele- 
gram . 

If the publisher of the Times ever suc- 
ceeds in Ids ambition to enter parlia- 
ment, he will no doubt come to realize 
that in the House, even if a man is not 
possessed of ability or parliamentary 
knowledge, his manners are expected to 
be at least those considered good in re- 
spectable society; and that whining 
when violations of the code of propriety 
were exposed would simply make a 
member a laughing-stock. 

Young Mr. Mclnnes may congratulate 
himself if, when he next gratifies his 
inclination to address the House, his 
" breaks " are not more severely visited 
upon him than have been those of his 
maiden effort, Don - .

.•1 CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 

There will before long be an interest- 
ing debate in the House of Commons on 
an important constitutional question. 
As our readers know, there was a differ- 
ence of opinion between the Governor- 
General and the late Government rela- 
tive to the expediency of it in the last 
days of Uh existence mailing certain ap- 
pointments and performing other acts of 
authority. Under ordinary circumstan- 
ces, it is admitted by the Governor-Gen- 
eral, that the Government had a perfect 
right to make the appointments and to 
])( rform the other acta to which he refused 
to give his sanction, but the position oi 
the Government was such as to make 
such acts of authority improper and un- 
fair to the incoming Government. The 
stand taken by t lie Governor-General is 
perhaps best expressed in bis own words. 
In the memorandum addressed to ^ir 
Charles Tapper, then Premier, His Ex- 
cellency says: 

The previous Administration (of which 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell was Prime Min- 
ister), representing the views of the 
same political party and having a ma- 
jority in both chambers, (ailed 
u pass its proposed legislation, 
and on the 2ot.li of April Parlia- 
ment expired by effluxion of time 
without having granted supplies for 
the public service beyond the 30t.li of 
June. Subsequently, when no parlia- 
ment was, or could be tinder the circum- 
stances, in existence, the present admin- 
istration was formed. So far, therefore, 
as these nre dependent upon the sub- 
sequent approval of parliament, the 
acts of the administration are in an un- 
usual degree provisional. And, as the 
powers of an administration, undoubt- 
edly full and unrestricted, must surely 
always be used with discretion, their 
exercise would seem to be rightly limit- 
ed under such circumstances as :he pre- 
sent to the transaction ol all necessary 
public business, while it is a further 
duty to avoid all acts which may em- 
barrass the succeeding government. 

It will be observed that His Excel- 
lency does not question the power of the 
Administration to do what it had done, 
but as he did not look upon the exercise 
of power to which he objected as "neces- 
sary public business," be withheld from 
it liia sanction, His Excellency goes on 
to say • 

On this ground, too, I felt obliged to 
withhold the expression of my acquies- 
cence in your suggestion as to the ap- 
pointment of Senators or J udges. (You 
have since then laid before me certain 
recommendations as to Senatorships 
which are vacant.) These are life ap- 
pointments, and with them under such 
circumstances as ttie present, it would 
seem proper to leave all other life ap- 
pointments and the creation of all new 
offices and appointments for the con- 
sideration of the incoming Ministers, 
unless always such a course is shown to 
he contrary to the public interest. 
In tho case of the Senate, which consists 
of 78 members, it is to be noted also that 
there are said to be now no more than 
five Senators who are Liberals. And it 
may well be urged that to aggravate this 
inequality at the present time would not 
only tend to embarrass the probable suc- 
cessor of thia government, but to in- 
crease the risk of friction between the 
i two chambers of tho legislature. In the 
case of judges I will only add that, bear- 
ing in mind tho ordinary length of their 
tenure of office, and also the long pre- 
dominance of one political party in tho 
Dominion parliament, the current de- 
duction as to the complexion of the po- 
litical opinions represented upon the 
bench, whether baseless or well found- 
ed, is not unnatural, As to the remain- 
ing recommendations which are before 
me, and generally as to other business 
of a similar nature, all Beem to me to be 
subject to tho same governing consider- 
ation. Whatever business can wait 
without detriment to the public interest 
may properly do so. 

The question to bejoonsldered is, Had 
the Governor-General the authority thus 
to limit the powers of the Govern niqn |, 



and was it right and constitutional in 
him to take into consideration the party 
leanings of the gentlemen whom the 
Government desired to appoint to the 
Senate and the political opinions of the 
lawyers whom they recommended to be 
raised to the Bench? How far does his 
prerogative extend in these cases? 

Sir Charles Tupper replied to this 
memorandum by showing that the 
course which his Government had pur- 
sued was strictly according to British 
and Colonial practice. After having 
cited a number of precedents Sir Charles 
proceeds : 

No question therefore can possibly 
arise as to the British constitutional 
practice in regard to the right of a de- 
feated ministry to carry on the public 
business until their' successors nre ap- 
pointed, and to fill any vacancies that 
may exist. Lord Salisbury was not pre 
eluded from the creation of additional 
peers, although the disparity between 
the Liberals and Conservatives in the 
House of Lords was at least as great as 
that which exists in the Senate here, 
But to put the question beyond con- 
troversy, I have only to call Your Ex- 
cellency's attention to tho fact that the 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, after his defeat in 
1878 by a majority between 80 and !)0 in 
the House of Commons, secured the 
approval of Lord Dufferin, then Gover- 
nor-General of Canada, to ISO minutes 
of Council, being all that were sub- 
mitted to him, without any exception, 
of which 82 were appointments to office, 
including a deputy minister, a judge of 
the Supreme Court of Canada, four 
puisne judges and a County Court judge. 

in reference to your Excellency's 
statement respecting the Canadian ju- 
diciary, I am glad to be able to say that 
in Canada, as in England, our judges are 
neither Liberal nor Conservative, nor 
can they in any Benso he said to repre- 
sent political opinion on the bench. 
I do nut know upon what sources of in- 
formation your Excellency may have 
relied, but in this case, at all events, you 
will lintl them exceedingly untrustwor- 
thy. In the sense of referring to the 
political party to which the judge be- 
longed at the time of his appointment, I 
may call your Excellency's attention to 
the fact that tho Chief JiiBtice of 
the Supreme Court, Sir Henry 
Strong, and the present Mr. Jus- 
tice Taschereau, were appointed by 
Mr. Mackenzie, and that in Ontario 
the present Chief Justice Armour, 
and (a long list of judges in the dif- 
ferent provinces) all belonged to the 
Liberal party when appointed to the 
Bench. 

In answer to the Governor-General's 
objection to the late Government's 
nominees for seats in the Senate, Sir 
Charles sayB : 

I may also be permitted to draw your 
Excellency's attention to the fact, that 
during the live years Mr. Mackenzie was 
Premier he met with no lack of support 
from the Senate, except on two occa 
sions, On these occasions he failed to 
obtain the assistance of some of bis most 
prominent, supporters in the House of 
Commons, and subsequently I myself 
heard him frankly admit that in those 
two instances the Semite was right and 
he was wrong. The retention of the 
confidence of the country by the Semite, 
in my judgment, will depend much 
more upon the character and attain- 
ments of the gentlemen who are ap 
pointed to it than upon their political 
convictions at the time of their appoint- 
ments. 

This is bow the difference between the 
Governor-General and the late Govern- 
ment stands. What decision Parliament 
will arrive at with regard to it, is not for 
ns to say, but the question to be con- 
sidered is very important and most in- 
teresting; iib far as we can see it is, 
When is a Governor-General justified in 
disregarding the advice of his constitu- 
tional advisers, and how far can he go 
short of dismissing them outright'.' 

Sir Charles Tupper's reply, of course, 
concludes with the tender of the resigna- 
tion of himself and his colleagues. 

i ' IS I 1 'IN U PO TEN TA TES . 

The young Czar of All the Russias and 
his young wife, like all the rest of the 
world who can afford it, are having their 
outing. Emperors and Empresses, like 
all other human creatures, need change 
now and then, and take a pleasure in 
visiting their relations. Their family 
circle is quite a large one, and before 
they have completed their round of visit 
they will hare travelled over a consider - 
ablefpartof tho Continent of Europe and 
visited the Island of Great Britain 
The Imperial couple were due 
in Vienna on the 27th of 
last month. They were in Breslau 
on Wednesday, and on Saturday the 
Czar will pay his grandfather a visit in 
Copenhagen. On the 20th of this month 
the Empress will be on her way to see 
her grandmother at Balmoral, where she 
will arrive on the 22nd and will remain 
until the 3rd of October. It is said that 
the venerable (Jueen of England is 
greatly beloved in her character of grand- 
mother and great-grandmother. The 
young people are all very fond 
of her and are continually 
looking to her for advice and 
consolation. The Emperor of Germany, 
we presume, is an exception. It is said 
that at one time he was not particularly 
fond of his mother's mother, and it is 
hardly probable that a man who has 
such a high opinion of himself would 
like it to he thought that he ever 
stood in need of either comfort or coun- 
sel from his grandmother. On the 5th 
of October the Czar and Czarina will land 
in Cherbourg, and they will be in Paris 
on the b'th, when there will be great 
doings, It is Baid that the French will 
give them a magnificent welcome, and 
though they are republicans they will 
entertain their imperial guests right 
royally. 

It is not expected that the visits of 
the Emperor and Empress of Russia to 
European courts and capitals will be 
productive of political results, Great 
care has been taken to create the im- 



pression that the tour is simply and 
solely one of pleasure. The Emperor, it 
is said, is not in good health and it is 
hoped that change of air and scene will 
do him good. Stories about the state of 
the Emperor's health must be taken 
with a good many grains of allowance, 
for it is, for some reason or other, the 
habit of European news-caterers to be 
continually making statements regard- 
ing the health of the Emperors of Rus- 
sia that are afterwards found to he not 
strictly in accordance with the facts. If 
the Czar's health is not good, it is great- 
ly to he hoped that it will he improved 
by travel and change. He is said to he 
a very estimable young man and his life 
is without doubt exceedingly valuable. 

MADAGASCAR. 

Madagascar, since it has come into 
possession of the French, does not ap- 
pear to be in a very peaceful condition. 
The island, it is said, is in a condition of 
annrchy from one end to the other. 
There is friction between the civil and 
military authorities, and crime is ram- 
pant. Robber bands commit their de- 
predations without check, and riots and 
other disturbances are frequent. The 
only places in the country that are safe 
Or foreigners are, it, is said, those in 
which French troops are stationed. Some 
200 or .'500 churches have been burnt by 
the rebels and many church officials 
have been put to death. " It must bo 
remembered," an English gentleman 
just returned from Madagascar says, 
that very few oi the educated anil 
civilized people are taking part in the 
disturbances, and if once the French are 
able to restore order in the country 
things will soon return to their normal 
condition, as a largo number in the 
central provinces are sincerely attached 
to Christianity." So far it seems the 
French have not benefited very greatly 
from the conquest of Madagascar. It is, 
and most likely will continue to be (or 
some time, a white elephant on their 
bands. 

QUIETED DOWN. 

The Transvaal has, it appears, com- 
pletely quieted down. The Uitlanders, 
if they are not contented, have ceased to 
complain. One of their grievances, that 
respecting education, has been redressed, 
and it is perhaps hoped that other re- 
forms will follow. "The cry for the 
grant of franchise," says the corre 
spondent of the London Times, " has 
dwindled down to a pianissimo whisper," 
and he is told that "even if it were 
granted, very few would cast aside their 
British citizenship." The Boers are 
however, fortifying their country and 
purchasing arms and ammunition. 
Two strong forts are in course 
of construction on the hills above 
Pretoria, and two others will 
shortly be commenced. Two batteries 
of Krupp guns have beenimported j also 
Maxim guns and quick-firing guns 
throwing 1 pound shells at tho rate of 
20 per minute. Rifles and ammunition 
in large quantities are in the bands of 
the authorities, and still further orders 
have been given to works in France and 
Sweden, while a well known English 
•revolver manufacturer has received 
orders to erect an establishment in the 
Transvaal. Those may not be indica- 
tions of warlike intentions on the part 
of the Boers; they may be acting on the 
principle that the best way to be sure of 
peace is to be preparetl for war.

Large Additions to Be at Once 
Erected Adjoining the Present 
Structure. 



A Thoroughly Modern Operating 
Theatre to He One of the 
Main Features. 



A large addition is to be built to St. 
Joseph's hospital that will increase the 
capacity of that admirable institution 
about one-third. The plans have been 
drawn by Mr. S. Maclure, architect, and 
tenders are now called for, the expecta- 
tion being that the structure will be 
completed within four months. Tho 
new addition, which is of the same gen- 
eral design outwardly as the present 
building, will extend south' towards 
Humboldt street. It is planned for four 
storovs and a basement. The new wing 
overlapping as it does into the old build- 
ing, baa necessitated other changes in 
the present arrangements, and the op- 
portunity will be taken advantage of to 
thoroughly renovate tho hospital from 
top to bottom, no pains being 
spared to make it as complete 
and modern as possible. A large 
kitchen will replace the present laundry 
in the basement, and a special building 
lor a wash house will be erected in the 
grounds. The new wing will measure 
()8 foot by 53 feet with lavatory addition 
10 feet square. It will blend" into the 
main building, so that it will bo rather 
hard to say where one begins and the 
other ends. In the basement will bo 
cellars, disinfecting room and other 
oflices. The ground floor, which will 
have an entrance from Humboldt street, 
will bo devoted mostly to wards, and on 
the first floor are the Sisters' dormitory 
and several rooms for pay patients. On 
tho second floor the chief feature 
is a large reading room 44 feet 
long by IS feet wide with a 
southern' aspect and having a largo bal- 
cony outside. The third lluor is to lie 
the surgical ward with very complete 
operating theatre and dispensary depart- 
ments. Tho main opera ting|room is to be 
2ii feet by 10 feet and lighted from above 
by a largo dome anil skylight. The walls 
of this room and the lloors are to be 
tiled, the floors of the corridors and 
other apartments of bard wood, and tho 
irranuements and plumbing fittings as 
perfect as possible. The operating room 
has no corners for any gerniB to 
lurk in, and the apartment can 
be flushed out after each oper- 
ation and thoroughly cleansed. An- 
other featuie of the new wing will be tho 
•elevator operated by electricity. It is to 
be largo enough to convey a cot and at- 
tendants from the ground floor to the top 
story, where the landing is close beside 
the operating room, so that a patient pan 
bo taken there with tho least possible 
moving. Tho old and now buildings 
will have a perfect system of ventilation, 
and hot water will be used throughout 
for heating purposes.

Tho Dominion steamer Quadra arrived 
in port yesterday afternoon after a 
cruise to Barclay Sound. During the 
vessel's stay in Stamp harbor three 
beacons were erected to mark tho 
channel of the Somass river across the 
shoals at the head of the Alberni canal; 
these beacons will be a great improve- 
ment on the spar buoys heretofore mark- 
ing this channel, and will doubtless be 
thoroughly appreciated by the mariners 
concerned. Stamp harbor Iiub now a 
line deep -wuter wharf built on its east- 
ern shore by tho onterprire of Messrs. 
Penney and VVaterhouse. At this wharf 
vessels of a large class can lie alongside 
at any Btate of the tide, there being a 
depth of L'-l feet at an extreme low tide. 
The approach is also excellent, there 
being nine and ten fathoms of water in 
the fairway. An hotel has been erected 
under the management of Messrs. 
Armour & Chalmers, a short distance 
from the wharf and on the main street 
of the new townsite, and a road is in 
course of construction to the thriving 
seettlement of Alberni, distant miles, 
which, when finished, will afford in 
conjunction with the new wharf every 
facility for the distribution of freight in 
the district without the slightest delay 
after the arrival of tho weekly steamer 
in Stamp harbor. The Somass river, 
from Sprouts lake road bridge to the 
dam erected at the paper mill, is at 
present, so reports Captain Walbran, a 
regular paradise for lovers of trout fish- 
ing, some excellent baskets of splendid 
fish having been made during the 
Quadra's visit. The atmosphere in the 
Strait of Juan do Fuca was extremely 
thick with smoke through which cause 
no vessels were sighted during the re- 
turn to Victoria. 

TlltC SEIZED SCHOONER AltKIVES. 

This morning will in all likelihood see 
the seized sealing Bohooner Ainoka 
anchored safely in port. She was re- 
ported in the Straits yesterday, but till 
a late hour last night had not reached 
the barbor, a calm and very foggy 
weather being the cause. The Beatrice 
has not yet been heard from on her 
vovage here, but it is probable that she 
will also be along today. Concerning 
the seizure of the J. (i. Swan tho 
Seattle P. I. says: "The American 
sealing schooner James G. Swan, Capt. 
Manney, has been seized for violation of 
the seal treaty of February 24, 181)2. The 
seizure was made in Ben ring sea, 960 
miles from the Pribylofi' islands, in lati- 
tude 55 degrees 51 minutes north, longi- 
tude ISO degrees 30 minutes west, by the 
United States revenue cutter Perry, 
Captain H. B. Smith. Along with 
the vessel were seized 13 canoes, 
9 seal skins, 77 spear beads and 23 
spear poles, and all have been brought 
to Port Townsend. U.S. District Attor- 
ney VV. H. Brinkeryesterday filed a peti- 
tion in the Federal court asking the for- 
feiture of the vessel and appurtenances."

curb to curb, as it may see lit, from any street, 
or part of a Etreet, in which cars are running, 
including the snow from the roofs of houses, 
thrown or fallen Into the streets, nnd that re- 
moved from the sidewalks into the streets, and 
the Company shall pay one-third of the cost 
thereof. 

17. When necessary, In ease of tire, the Chief, 
or person iu charge of the Fire Department, or 
brigade, shall have the right to cut or pull down 
any wires of the Company which obstruct the 
operations of the firemen, or to direct that they 
shall be so cut or pulled down, and also to re- 
quire the Company to stop the running of its 
cars to or near to the building or buildings 
which may be oil fire, and the Corporation shall 
not be liable for any loss or damage thus 
caused. 

18. Thesald Company shall run its ears over 
the whole of the streets mentioned iu the 
Schedule to the agreement in the Act respect- 
ing the Victoria Electric Railway and Lighting 
Company, Limited, 57 Victoria, chap. Go, 
Statutes of British Columbia, on which tracks 
are now laid, or may hereafter be laid, to the 
present city boundary lines on said stieets. 

19. On orbeforetho 31st of Match, 18'J7, the 
said Company shall provide, to the satisfaction 
of the City Engineer or Surveyor all its cars 
run on any of the said streets, with a guard, 
protector or fender upon the front end of each 
car, which guard protector or fender shall ex- 
tend at its foremost point as near to tho road 
bed as shall be practicable, and shall be so con- 
structed and adjusted that any person or object 
struck by any such car while In motion may be 
either raised from the ground by the said guard 
protector or fender, and carried along by the 
said car until the same can.be stopped or be 
pushed from the track. 

20. No person, when not in danger of injury, 
ahull voluntarily get up on any such guard pro- 
tector or fender attached to any oar, as herein- 
before provided, whether such car be standing 
still or In motion.

Railways in the City of Victoria. 



Whereas the Council oi the City of Victoria 
deem it necessary and requisite for the protec- 
tion of the persons and property of taepuullo 
that the Regulations hereinafter contained 
shall be made f or operating Street RallwayB iu 
the City of Vlotoiia: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration ol tho City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows: 

1. No car weighing with Its passengers more 
than eight and one half tons shall ho allowed 
to cross the James Bay bridge or the Hock Bay 
bridge, and no such car shall be permitted or 
suffered to carry over either of the said bridges 
more than 30 passengers at any one time. 

2. No car shall be propelled at a higher rate 
of ► peed than tour niiloi an hour when crossing 
any bridge or trestle work, and ,vhen on a 
bridge or trestle work no car shall approach 
closer to any other car tlmn 200 feet. 

8. Should there be any foot passengers 011 any 
crossing before the car approaches the same, Hie 
car shall be stopped so as to permit such pas- 
sengers to cross. 

4, Each car is to be supplied with a gong, 
which shall be sounded by the motorueer or tho 



21. Thesald Company, Its successors and as- 
signs and its ollicials and servants, shall eon- 
form to and fully carry out all the regulations 
and rules herein contained.

JAMES BAYS AT VANCOUVEE. 

How the Great Four Oared Championship 
Was Won by the Victoria Crew. 

The wires being down, almost us usual 
for a month past, readers of the Colonist 
have missed the eagerly looked for re- 
ports of the carnival sports which other- 
wise they would have read at the break- 
fast tab 1 ". Yesterday's mail brought in 
the reports that had" been filed at the 
Vancouver telegraph oflice on Wednes- 
day evening, in the course of which the 
Colonist's correspondent tells how the 
great four-oared championship was won. 

" In the junior fours," he says, "the 
Vancouver and Burrard rowing clubs, 
the James Bays, of Victoria, and the 
Portlands, sent to the mark the crews 
which for weeks and months past 
they have had in persistent training 
for the great event. All looked 
well matched in physique and general 
form though the Victoria defenders of 
the title and C.l'.K. cup were admitted- 
ly the favorites of the experts, chiefly 
because of their superior steadiness and 
of their intimate acquaintance with each 
other. The race was for the usual dis- 
tance — a mile and a half straightaway — 
and the start was one of the prettiest 
witnessed in the whole regatta. 

" All four crews caught the water to- 
gether and for perhaps a hundred yards 
raced in even company. Then the Bays 
drew out from the company, stroked 3S 
to tho minute, with the Vancouvers' 
four close up, and the Burrards 
and Portlands trailing after. There 
was no change about of po- 
sitions to the finish, O'Sullivan's crew 
passing the flagship in magnificent style, 
two lengths in advance of the Vancou- 
vers and having dropped back to a use- 
ful working 28 stroke. The Burrards 
and the Portlands made a race of it for 
third position, the home four winning 
the day. 

"The Bays finished strong and im- 
pressed, giving the general impression 
that they had not once in the race been 
forced to draw upon their reserve power. 
They, in fact, won as they pleased and 
as everyone had rather expected they 
would ; the surprise of the race was the 
bad beating administered to the husky 
Burrards by their old-time rivals who 
twice in as many days compelled them 
to lower their colors in acknowledgment 
of defeat. 

"The victory of the Bays not only es- 
tablishes them as champions for 1896-7, 
but it gives them permanent possession 
of the trophy presented by the Canadian 
Pacific company to the N.P. A.A.O., and 
which the Victoria four has been the 
first to win in the necessary consecutive 
years. 

"Next year will see the regatta at 
Portland, the Oregon metropolis being 
fixed upon for lue honor at the annual 
meeting of the Association, when also 
the following officers were chosen: J. 
Glesson, Portland, president; F, V. 
Bod well | Vancouver, vice-president; and 
J. Robb, Portland, secretary-treasurer."

John Dillon's Opinion of the Gather' 
ills'— He Is Attacked by 
a Mob. 



Dublin, Sept. 3. — The Irish national 
convention was closed to-day, and in re- 
gard to its proceedings and the success 
which attended the gathering John Dil- 
lon in an interview said : 

" At least 100 Parnellites and 150 Hea- 
lyites have been present, yet so impress- 
ed were they at the sincerity and unity 
of the delegates that nona of them raised 
a voice of protest to deny or dispute any- 
thing, tt is charged that the priests are 
against us ; yesterday 400 were pre- 
sent and eager supporters. The 
success achieved far exceeds our 
our most sanguine hopes. 

" Regarding the future, I desire to say 
to the American people in the most un- 
mistakable way possible, that while, 
after the greatest success ever achieved 
for any Irish convention called aB this 
has been, I still uphold and repeat my 
offer to stand aside with Healy and Red- 
mond if they come together, and choose 
a leader for all the Nationalists', yet, if 
they are unwilling in the cause of Ire- 
land to do this, then 1 will execute the 
mandate received from the convention 
and will light for unity to the last gasp. 
We will have unity even if we lose many 
members of the party, and on unity we 
will go to the eojntry." 

The Daily Express, commenting up.n 
the Irish situation, says: ''The repre- 
sentatives of the Irish abroad all talked 
arrant nonsense, because they knew 
nothing of the conditions of life in Ire- 
land." 

The Independent remarks: "The 
convention is a tiling to be laughed at, 
notwithstanding that it is patronised by 
a bishop." 

The Irish Times expresses the opin- 
ion that the convention is " foreign and 
sectional " and that the speeches are not 
academic. 

On the other hand the Freeman's 
Journal thinks that the convention is a 
monumental success. 

The third session of the Convention 
opened this morning at 11 o'clock, the 
Most Rev. Patrick O'Donnell in the 
chair. Dean Harris, of Toronto, imme- 
diately commenced a heated attack upon 
the Dublin newspapers, asserting that 
they "foully insulted" tho delegate 
from Ottawa, Mr. Heaney, in charging 
that ho was a companion and a consort 
of the spy Le Caron. In a moment the 
air resounded with yells of "Cowards," 
" Traitors," etc. When order was some- 
what restored, Dean Harris described 
Heaney's career in Canada, asserting 
that it was most honorable, and finally 
called upon the Ottawa delegate to stand 
up, when Heaney made a telling speech, 
in which he repudiated the charge 
against him. He was loudly cheered. 

A resolution requesting information as 
to the disposition of the so-called "Paris 
fund" was withdrawn. 

In resuming tho discussion of the 
home rule resolution offered bv John 
Dillon, 

P. .I.Ryan, of New York, repudiated 
the assertion attributed to the Parnell 
press that the American delegates were 
nothing more than "a lot of tramps." 
In so doing Mr. Ryan explained in de- 
tail the position and qualities of the Am- 
erican delegates, asserting that they 
were representative citizens, and well 
worthy of representing the Irishman of 
the United States. Continuing, Mr. 
Ryan urged .Mr. Dillon to " mercilessly 
crush every one standing in the way of 
unity," and pledged him the support oi 
every American in carrying out this 
policy. 

A home rule resolution, reasserting 
the " immortal claim of Ireland as a na-

tion," and declaring the necessity of 
maintaining the Irish parliamentary 
party absolutely independent of English 
political parties, was then unanimously 
adopted. 

During the session Hon. Edward 
Blake, M.P., made a statement on the 
subject of parliamentary funds, declar- 
ing that there was not a shadow of 
foundation for the charge that the votes 
of the Irish were influenced by the dis- 
position of one penny of the Irish funds. 

Michael Davitt moved a resolution in 
favor of granting amnesty to all politic- 
al prisoners, and in doing so strongly 
denounced the system of semi-starva- 
tion meted out to them, and compared 
the treatment of Irish political prisoners 
with that of Dr. Jameson and his com- 
panions undergoing terms of imprison 
ment for participating in the raid on the 
Transvaal. The amnesty resolution was 
also supported by Delegate O'Hara, of 
Baltimore, Md., and Mr. Phillips, a 
Pennsylvania delegate, and was unani- 
mously adopted. 

T. P. O'Connor, M. P., proposed the 
grateful thanks of the people of Ireland 
to the delegates from the United States 
and Canada amid tumultuous applause. 

Mr. O'Connor's motion was carried 
unanimously, and then Dean Harris, 
after returning thanks, proposed a reso- 
lution, which was carried, culling upon 
the Irish parliamentary partv '.o issue 
an appeal for funds, this autumn, to the 
Irish throughout the world. 

After leaving the hall John Dillon, 
escorted by fifty or sixty members of the" 
convention, walked up Sackville street 
which was densely crowded. The dele- 
gates were followed bv a noisy mob of 
about 1,000 Dublin roughs, who were 
evidently not in sympathv with the 
Dillomtes. The leader of the mob 
kept shouting: " To hell with Dillon," 
etc., etc., and missiles began 
Hying through the air. To theso 
cne^ tho Dillonites replied by sing- 
ing " God Save Ireland," increasing the 
riotous demonstration. The police were 
not able to compete with the roughs and 
reinforcements had to be hurried to the 
Bcene. The police soon turned out in 
strong numbers, and were just in time 
to stop what was beyond doubt a grow- 
ing riot, which might have had most 
serious consequences. It caused Mr 
Dillon and his party to take refuge in 
the Imperial hotel, which was after- 
wards surrounded by a strong force of 
| police that kept the rioters at bay.

OOIt BOYS TELL HOW IT ALL OCCURRED, 

Many congratulations) were showered 
upon OflicerB Perdue, Carson, Mouatt, 
Cameron and Anderson, the police tug- 
of-war champions, upon their return 
from the Terminal City last evening. 
The victors were escorted to the city 

Eolice station by a long procession, 
eaded by pipers Peter MacDonald and 
M. MacLaugblin. In the first heat the 
Victorians got an advantage of 14 inches, 
and clung to it from the start, being at 
the finish apparently the least fatigued.
